Five of the seven men employed in the 
Chicago headquarters immediately left the 
Office.

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If the Traction Company and the Public 
Like the Change Faster Time Will 
Also Be Introduced on the Madison 
Street Line in the Near Future, 


Patrons of the West Madison street cable 
cars are to be given the benefit of a ten-miles- 
an-hour service within a week or ten days by 
the Union Traction company, if the experi- 
ment begun yesterday on the North Side 
cable system prove satisfactory to the com- 
pany and the public. 

For the first time in their lives, yesterday 
passengers on the North Clark and Wells 
street and the Lincoln avenue cable lines 
were given a.taste of rapid transit. The 
cable cars glided along at a rate of 10.33 
miles an hour, and there was not an accident 
or a mishap of any kind to indicate that the 
same speed cannot be maintained safely 
every day in the week. The increase of 18 
per cent in speed, announced exclusively in 
Tue TRIBUNE of yesterday, fairly took away 
the breath of the North-Siders. 

The actual change in running time looks 
small when reduced to figures, but it already 
has worked a great change in the operation 
of the cars. The round trip on all North 
Sidetinebris made in eight minutes less time 
than at the old speed, which means four min- 
utes saved in a trip down-town from the 
limits barns, or from Wrightwood avenue. 
To the passengers, however, it seemed as if 
the speed of the cars had been bled. 

A report was current yesterday that the 
Chicago City railway company was about to 
follow the example of the Union Traction 
company. and speed its cars also at the rate 
of twelve miles an hour, on the State street 
and Wabash avenue lines.

It is estimated that nearly $3,000,000 Will 
be needed, and in order that there will be no 
delay in completing the structures Repre- 
sentative Mercer and his colleagues will en- 
deavor to secure the passage of this omnibus 
measure before the holiday recess. It is quite 
certain that they will be successful, as there 
is a disposition on the part of Congress +o 
push through all legislation possible before 
the recess, which will be of about two weeks’ 
duration. 

After this matter is disposed of the commit- 
tee will begin work upon separate public 
buildings measures which have been pending 
for some years and many of which were 
slated to go through during the last Con 

gress, but failed because it was feared the 
Treasury would not stand such a large ex- 
penditure for this purpose. Chairman Mer- 
cer is not certain that anything will be done 
in this connection, but the committee has 
been considering a large number of bills so 
as to have them ain shape. to de acted upon 
promptiy, if there is sufficient time.

It frequently happens that eulogies 
upon dead members aré not delivered for 
six months after the death of a member 
or Senator, and when a great many persons 
have forgotten that the dead member exist- 
ed, especially when he was an obscure one. 

The members themselves condemn the 
practice, but none of them seems to have 
the nerve to advocate its abolishment. As 
an evidence that the members are not in 
sympathy of this. practice and that it is a 
mockery of the most hollow sort when a 


day is set aside by efther branch of Congress 


for the delivery of eulogies it is rare that 
a member attends the delivery of the eulo- 
gies unless he is slated to deliver one himself. 
Thus it happens that from twelve to fif- 
teen members are required to sit three or 
four hours and listen to extravagant words 
of praise of the dead pronounced by col- 
leagues who scarcely knew the late member. 
Frequently there are only two or three mem- 


bers In the House except the one who is se- 


lected to preside on these occasions, and 
who cannot with propriety leave the Cham- 
ber, as N of cases. those who have 
been selected to deliver these orations leave 
the Chamber as soon as they have concluded. 
Usually the members of the family of the 
dead member are assigned places in the pri- 
vate gallery and they sit through the mourn- 
ful proceedings. Another part of the pro- 
gram is to place on the desk formerly oc- 
cupied by the dead an enormous and inap- 
propriate floral design.

Reformers Confident of Framing 
a Confession Satisfactory to 
All Elements. 


MANY CHANGES IN FAVOR, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Special.)j— 
Finding it impossible to reach a conclusion 
at this time, the committee for the revision 
of the Confession of Faith of the Presby- 
terilan Church, which has been in almost 
continuous session in Washington since 
Wednesday last, adjourned at noon today to 
meet here again on Feb. 12 to consider and 
perfect the final report to the assembly in 
1901. 

in speaking of the result of the meeting 
today Dr. Herrick Johnson of Chicago de- 
fined the situation for THe TRIBUNE as fol- 
lows: 

“The conclusions reached were founded 
on the following facts: 

“1. A large proportion of presbyteries call 
for some change in the statement of doctrine. 

Z. The changes suggested by the mem- 
bers of the committee varied, but all were in 
favor of a change. 


Old Doctrine Still to Stand. 
“8. In no method suggested is there a de- 
sire’expressed to make any change that shall 
impair the integrity of the system of doctrine 
set forth in the confession of faith and taugh 
in the Holy Scriptures. a 
4. A large proportion of the committes 
favor making a brief supplemental sum 
statement of the doctrines of the church, 
**5. In view of these facts it was unan- 
imously agreed that some change in the state- 
ment of our doctrinal standards should be 


made. 

“6. Substantial agreement was arrived at 
as to the practical methods by which this 
change should be secured, but in no case is 
it to be understood that the confession of 
taith is to be supplanted or the terms of sub- 
scription be altered. i 

“The final determination of the whole 
change is to be left to the consideration of 
the meeting in February. I have been in- 
trested in this subject for more than ten 
years past, and now that there is a possi- 
bility of an ultimate result of our labors 1 
feel greatly gratified.”’ 

Serious Disagreement Denied. 

It was rumored that a disagreement upon 
the subject had become so pronounced that 
the committee was unable to confer in a de- 
liberate manner, but Dr. Johnson says that 
while the entire body showed the most alert 
interest in the subject, and each member. 
contributed his share of suggestion, the 
whole session was one of perfect good-fellow- 
ship and a desire for the speediest decision 
upon the matter. 

This body of men consisted of nine minis- 
ters and seven elders, representing 232 pres- 
byteries over the country, among the num- 
ber being ex-President Harrison, and Justice 
Harlan of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, while the divines represented the 
brightést talent of the ch 

The questions sent out to the presbyteries 
of the country, the answers of which formed 
the basis for the work of the present com- 
mittee, were as follows: 4 

“1. Do you desire a revision of confession 
of faith? or, 

“2. Do you desire a supplemental, explan- 
atory statement? or, 
8. Do you desire to supplement our pres- 
ent doctrinal standards with a briefer state- 
ment of the doctrines most surely believed 
by us expressing in simple language the 
faith of the church in loyalty to the system 
of doctrine contained in the holy scripture 

and held by the Reformed churches? or, 

“4. Do you desire the dismissal of the 
whole subject so that our doctrinal stand- 
ards shall remain as they are, without any 
change whatever, whether revisional, sup- 
plemental, or substitutional?” . 

Out of 2 presbyteries forty-four were for 
revision, forty-five for the dismissal of the 
whole subject, and the others split up into 
fragments, each desiring some slight modi- 
fication of the confession of faith. The result 
of the conference which terminated today is 
merely to express the belief that some change 
is necessary, while the method of making 
that change seems to be almost as far off as 


ever. 


BREWERS NOW ASK FOR MORE. 
Insist Whole War Tax Be Removed from 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8—[Special. I Not 
satisfied with the reduction of 20 per cent 
in the war revenue tax on beer which the 
brewers’ lobby forced from the Ways and 
Means committee, the representatives of 
the brewers now are knocking loudly at the 
door of the committee-room demanding a 
further reduction. They now want the en- 
tire tax of $1 a barrel on beer and other 
fermented liquors imposed as a war meas- 
ure removed, thus reducing the tax from 

to 81. 

rhe brewers are not willing to accept the 
$9,000,000 reduction wrung from the com- 
mittee, but now declare they will not be 
satisfied with anything less than a dallar 
reduction, meaning a loss in revenue to the 
government of about $36,381,000. This is in 
addition to the reduction of the $20,000,000 
which Secretary Gage estimated the Treas- 
ury could stand and would make a total 
reduction of over $66,000,000 and in all prob- 
ability cause a deficit of $30,000,000 in the 
revenues of the government, 

This afternoon the representatives of the 
brewers met at the Raleigh Hotel and 
adopted a strong resolution, declarfng they 
would not be satisfied with a reduction of 
less than $1 and insisted they would get it. 
Reinforecements of the strong lobby which 
has been on the ground. for some time ar- 
rived here today, and with these accessions 
the lobby became bolder in its demands, 
Some of the members of the Ways ang 
Means committee said emphatically tonight 
that the brewers would have to be content 
with the 20 per cent reduction or nothing 
at all. 

From the surface indications tonight a 
stormy future is in store for the revenue 
repeal bill, owing to the tremendous pre- 
sure for reductions which are jeopardizing 
the measure. Although the Ways and Means 
committee declined to grant hearings, the 
steps of the members are dogged by the rep - 
resentatives of various interests endeavoring 
to secure relief from the taxes now imposed. 
These committees, which are increasing ia 
number every day, are encouraged by the 
success of the beer lobby and are becoming 
more insistent. 

The banking interests now are in the fleid, 
and today a delegation representing the Na- 
tional Bankers’ association came here for 
the purpose of bringigg about the repeal of 
the tax on bank capital. This committee 
consists of ex-Controllerg of the Currency 
Eckels and Hepburn, Mr. Branch of Rich- 
mond, Va.; M. Dixon of Baltimore, and 


Myron T. Herrick of Cleveland. They saw | 


Secretary Gage and members of the Ways 
and Means committee, They did not get 
much encouragement from either source, but 
they will remain here for a few days en- 
deavoring to have the tax on bank capital 
removed. This tax is $50 a year on banks 
having a capital of $25,000 and §2 for every 
thousand dollars in excess of that amount. 
Last year the revenue from this source 
amounted to over . 000,000.

J. Hl ON SUBSIDIES 


PRESIDENT OF GREAT NORTHERN 


Talks of Transportation as the Lead: 
ing Factor, Shying Nations Having 
Control of It Are the Leaders in All 
History—United States Ahead in 
Land Freighting—Makes Some Crit- 
-icisms on the Interstate Commerce 

Commission.

the commercial bodies of the country are

After speaking at length on the Oriental 
trade in general Mr. Hill came to the matter 


of ship subsidies and said: 


“I believe that if we could pay a tonnage 
on the actual commodities of a certain kind 
based on the distance carried, there would be 
some justice in a subsidy. I analyzed the 
first bill and I found that out of the $9,000,000 
$7,500,000 went to what is known as the Amer- 
ican line, good friend of mine and fine gentle- 
men.. They are always kind to me when I am 
crossing. 

I am glad to say that when attention was 
urgently called to this the bill was amended 
and it is now in much better shape. The 
0. 000,000 is to be distributed pro rata among 
all the ships that are entitled to sail under 
the American flag and they have set apart 
30 per cent of the appropriation. for the 
Pacific Ocean. Now, maybe some of my 
good friends thought they were serving me 
and I have no doubt they were in a money 
way, but at the same time we are building 
our ships with or without a subsidy, and I 
would rather see the duty on ships taken off 


or the duty on the plates that are to go into 


the ships. If we are to bulld the ships here, I 
see no reason why we need a protective duty 
of $7 dollars a ton on plates, as long as our 
platemakers are exporting plates to the other 
countries—especially as they are willing to 
furnish them for export at a lower price than 
they do to our own people. ; 

‘* We will be able to manufacture ships here 
as well as they can anywhere else, and will 
be able to sail them, because with labor on 
the lakes higher than it is anywhere else, we 
find that ore is carried a thousand miles 
for 3 shillings a ton, and coal for 1 shilling 


and 6 pence a ton, while in Great Britain it 
costs from 5 to 6 shillings to carry it 500 


miles. We astonished these people when we 
take a 7,000-ton ship and load it with ore in 
two hours and a half. They would think 
they were doing well if they loaded it in a 


week.

The opening of the celebration attracted 
a large assemblage to the cathedral.

DIRECTOR BLAMES METHODS. 


Henry Sieleken Says Action of Com-

Why Bonds for $5,630,000 Are Issued 

te Buy Vessels Worth $3,000,000 
When $90,000,000 Capital Is Claimed 


Sielcken, the ally of Henry O. Havemeyer in 
the sugar trust, has resigned from the Board 
of Directors of the American Steel and Wire 
company, and a serious split in the board is 
threatened. Mr. Sielcken's resignation is a 
formal protest against the methods of Johp 
W. Gates and his associates in the manage- 
ment of the wire trust, the manipulation of 
whose securities on the Stock Exchange has 
caused adverse criticism. 

The immediate cause of Mr. Sielcken’s res- 
ignation is his disapproval of the recent deal 
by means of which John W. Gates sold to the 
American Steel and Wire company for $5,000,- 
000 the American Steamship company, which 
Mr. Gates is said to have purchased for 
$3,000,000. 

Mr. Bielcken e this statement today:

PEKIN, Dec. 6—Captains Wingale and 
Ryder, who accompanied the expedition to 
Kaigan, returned today.

LONDON, Dec. 8.—Though the trouble be- 
tween Holand and Portugal can scarcely 
result in war, it is far more serious and 
interesting than generally regarded here. 
Great Britain is concerned in the affair more’ 
deeply than appears on the surface, for it 
is learned that it is due to a British pro- 
test to Portugal that the exequatur of Herr 
Pott, the Dutch Consul at Lourenzo Mar- 
quez was withdrawn, and the visit of the 
powerful British fleet to Portuguese waters 
is something more than a coincidence.

LUDWIG OUSTRD BY MAYOR 


REMOVED FROM MERIT BOARD— 


JOSEPH POWELL NAMED. 


N@w the Enemies of Chief Kipley Are 
‘at Work on Mr. 
pass Former’s Removal—City’s Ex- 
ecutive Head Declares No Change 


Is Intended—Grand Jury Probably 


Will Summon Police Superintend- 
ent and May Take Some Action. 


Mayor Harrison removed Civil Service 
Commissioner John W. Ludwig yesterday 
and appointed Joseph Powell of the Thirty- 
second Ward, known as a Harlan Ke- 
publican, to the vacancy. Commissioner 
Ludwig's retirement was effected under the 
guise of the acceptance of a resignation, and 
the assigned reason was Il health. More 
potent than reasons of iliness was the con- 
nection of the commissioner with the Chl- 
cago Protective association and his relations 
with Braman H. Loveless. 

With the removal of Mr. Ludwig and the 
casting off of Superintendent Doherty, added 
to the Mayor’s reversal of policy in regard io 
dives, the activity of Chief Kipley’s political 
enemies increased in the hope that the Mayor 
would go one step further and remove the 
Superintendent of Police. The grand jury 


-will take up an investigation of the Police 


department this week if the recommendation 
of the last grand jury be considered. 

Mayor Harrison’s. action regarding the 
Chief of Police will conform to the develop- 
ments in that investigation. If anything be 
revealed to enlighten the Mayor, Chief Kip- 
ley’s retiremerit will follow. 


Mayor’s Confidence in Kipley. 


„Until something happens to shake my 
confidence in Chief Kipley he will remain 
Chief of Police,“ said- Mayor Harrison. 1 
will not yield to the tendency to condemn 
a man for the actions of his friends. I 
realize that the position of Chief of Police is 
more difficult than that of Mayor. In be- 
half of Mr. Kipley it is only fair to state that 
the conditions of saloons in Chicago is not 
due to him. For that I am responsible. It 
has been my policy.”’ 

It was gossiped during the day that As- 
sistant Chief Ptacek would retain the posi- 
tion which he temporarily occupies during 
the absence of Chief Kipley, and would suc- 
ceed him as Genera! Superintendent of Police. 


Mayor’s Letter to Ludwig. 


' Commissioner Ludwig’s retirement was 


based on a resignation which the Mayor had 
held so long he could not remember when 
he received it, and Mr. Ludwig could not re- 
member when he signed it. In accepting this 


‘resignation Mayor Harrison wrote to Mr. 


Ludwig as follows: 

“I hereby accept your resignation as a 
member of the Civil Service commission of 
the City of Chicago, and beg to assure you 
of my appreciation of your services during 
your term of office. I have heard with regret 
of your inability, through illness, to attend 
to the duties of your position, and I trust that 
relief from official cares wil! soon restore you 
to your accustomed health.“ 

When the Mayor was asked if illness was 
the only reason for Mr. Ludwig's retirement 
he replied: 

1 have nothing further to say.“ 

‘The association which Mr. Ludwig formed 
with Attorney -Loveless had for its purpose 
the defense of lawsuits which had been 
brought against persons of limited means. 
The practice of the association brought it 
into relations with policemen who had as- 
their salaries 


firms. Attorney Loveless, according to 


‘charges upon which the grand jury acted, 


afterwards served as a representative of the 
2 firms. There was evidence 
to show that Mr. Ludwig had been informed 
of the actions of his associate. 


New Member Known in Politics. . 

When Mr. Ludwig was appointed, in July, 
1898, his present successor was a candidate 
for the appointment. The new member of 
the commission was elected to the Legisla- 
ture from the Fifth District on the anti- 
machine ticket in 1896. Two years later he 
was a candidate for the Senate, but was de- 
feated by Thomas Mlichrist. He supported 
John M. Harlan in his candidacy for Mayor 
and two years ago he was a supporter of 


Mayor Harrison. 


Demand for Kipley’s Removal. 
With the removal of Commissioner Ludwig 
and the closing of dives and the decision of 
the Corporation Counsel holding that Super- 
intendent of Streets Doherty can be dis- 


charged as the result of the trial of the Board 


of Local Improvements, the Mayor is re- 
lieved of pressure except in the case of Chief 
Kipley. Whether the demand for the Chief's 
position will be sufficient to cause his re- 
movel is conjectural. The Mayor would 
please City Clerk Loeffler by the appoint- 
ment of Assistant Chief Ptacek. Robert E. 
Burke is a friend of Captain Luke Colleran, 
Chief of Detectives. Influence has 
brought to bear upon the Mayor to appoint 
Captain Schuettler. 

Chief Kipley’s presence in the city will be 
required probably by the grand jury, if any 
extensive inquiry into the Police department 
be undertaken. If the recommendation of 
the last grand jury be observed such an in- 
vestigation will be begun. The Chief has 
answered inquiries from Cairo, III., 
that he will abandon his trip if netessary | 
and return to place himself at the disposal 
of the jus.

Another evil that has been brought to the 
attention of the Mayor is the moving picture 
slot-machine pariors. In these places pic- 
tures are displayed that are said to be clearly 
Violations of the law. 

One of the most pernicious features of this 
@vil is the fact that most of the patrons are 
‘boys of tender years, attracted by the music 
and by the price, which in most cases is one 
bent a view. The Rev. James W. Fifield of 
the Warren Avenue Congregational Church 
has made an investigation of the more prom- 
inent parlors. He says he found more boys 
men in them. They were attracted by 
gaudy placards, electric bells, and the cheap- 
ness of the price. 

“The views shown in these places are ab- 
golutely shocking.“ said the Rev. Mr. Fi- 
Neid. They appeal to boys simply because 
The sight of them to a boy 
invariably leads te evil, and if this is so it is 
reasonable to assume that they lead to crime. 
No boy can look at one of thos¢ pictures and 
g0 away as pure as he was. 

“The boys are lured before these immoral 
Suggestions because the charge is so small 
and there is no one to hinder them. It is the 
Aut of the Mayor to run these places out of 
the city at once.

PHASE of cosmopolitan Chicago, that 
even without the costumes and set- 
tings suggests the tribunals of the 
old world, is presented almost daily 
in the courtrooms of two justices of the 
of the West Town of Chicago. At Mad- 
ison and South Halsted streets the courts of 
Michael A. La Buy and Adolph J. Sabath are 
located. The two magistrates are linguis‘s, 
and from every part of the county small liti- 
gants come to their courtrooms, where ina 
babel of tongues they relate their woes. Wit- 
nesses and principals are examined by the 
justices in the language of their fatherland. . 

In most cases the lawyere are of the na- 
tionality of the litigants and are young and 
inexperienced. They often serve. without 
charge in order to secure à case in court. 

The rules of pleading and practice are 
swept aside, and amid the confusion of liti- 
gants, attorneys, and friends, all shouting 
at the same moment, the magistrates must 
follow the trend of the cases and adjudicate 


them. 


Constitution Is Violated. 


Frequently in cases requiring several hours’ 
hearing there is no word of English spoken. 
Although this is a violation of the constitu- 
tion of the State of Illinois, the magistrates 
assert that it would practically be an im- 
possibility to try the cases in the language of 
the constitution; that the services of an in- 
terpreter would be superfluous as well as 
entailing an unnecessary expense to the liti- 
gants, also a violation of the constitution. 
The constitution of 1870 reads: 


All laws of the State of T[llinois and ali 
official writings, and the executive, legislative, and 
judicial proceedings, shall be conducted, pre- 
served, and published in no other than the English 


The Ghetto and the Polish . settlements 
about the Twentieth Ward are the districts 
most prolific of legal strife, and in this are 
closely followed by the Bohemian divisions 
about Eighteenth and Twenty-first streets.

. . Policemen as Interpreters. 


In the police court of Justice Sabath at 
the Maxwell Street Police Station many of 
the trials are conducted in the language of

_ policemen of the-precinct,- while unable to 


‘speak more than a few words of the ghetto 


languages, can understand and translate 
the statements of the witnesses and their 
attorneys, A few of the policemen have been 
assigned to posts in the foreign settlements 
for years, and during’ their working hours 
‘hear only the ghetto languages spoken: 
Polleemen Quinlan and Fienan of the Ca-

The de- 
meanor of the witness on the stand also has 
much bearing on the testimony, and a direct 
examination is always conducive of the best 
results, and that is what the law aims at.

tice was first given at the box office of 
thé Chicago Opera-House during the after- 
noon performance by two men who asked 
for tickets for today’s entertainment. They 
were told that the seats had all been sold. 
Inquiry was then made as to whether the 
usual Sunday performance would be given. 
On being answered in the affirmative the 
men informed the ticket-seller that Sunday 
performances were a violatien of the city 
ordinances and if the event took place man- 
ager and principals would be arrested. The 
man in the box office was told the notices 
were from attorneys with offices in the Title 
and Trust Building. 


A hasty visit by the managers was then 
made to their attorneys, who assured the 
former there was no caust for alarm. All 
ordinances passed by the City Council in 
reference to the closing of places of amuse- 
ment on Sunday have been repealed by adop- 
tion of the revised code of 187. 

There is no ordinance in the city code 
on which the theaters can be closed on Sur 
day,” said Corporation Counsel Walker las 
night, unless the houses are run in a dis- 
orderly manner. No section can be so con- 
strued as to effect their performance. i 
suppose the action is based on section 261 
of the Criminal Code of the State, but I do 
not think a conviction could be secured on

COL. MONSTERY TO GO.TO 
MEXICO 70 PRESS CLAIM 
_ FOR STOLEN $150,000. 


Octogenarian Athlete Receives Encour- 
agement to Believe Southern Repub- 
lic Will Recompense Him for the Rob-. 

Colonel Thomas M. Monstery, soldier of 
fortune, swordsman, and the hero of hun- 
dreds of skirmishes and battlefields, today 
departs from this city on What may prove 


the last of his encounters with the Goddess | 


of Fortune. The octogenarian athlete will 
go to the City of Mexico to meet his old 
comrade-in-arms, Perfirio Diaz, President of 
Mexico, and to present his claim against the 
Mexican government for $150,000, the amount 
stolen from him in a Mexican state and by a 
Mexican military official in 1860. 

Colonel Monstery had been In the Mexican 
military service, and, tiring of the life, start- 
ed for the United States. He carried his 
treasure, of gold ahd diamonds 
valued at $30,000, in a mahogany box. This 
fortune, all except $12,000, he had accumu- 
lated since he left Baltimore in 1856. 

On Aug. 3, 1860, he entered the City of 
Pichulaco, which was under the military 
command of Commandant Francisco Flores, 
with whom Monstery had served in Hon- 
duras. A fair was being held in the town, 
and the Colonel was urged by the com- 
mandant and Alcalde to attend. He had in- 
formed his oid friend of the amount of money 
carried by him, and a squad of soldiers from 
the garrison was detailed to guard his prop- 


erty. 

The following morning he found that the 
guard had disappeared and that the rear 
door of his room had been battered down and 
the treasure box removed. 

Investigation and the confession of one 
of the soldiers proved that the robbery had 
been perpetrated by Flores, but after several 
vain attempts to recover the property 
Monstery was forted by failing health to 
abandon the struggle and return to his home. 
The United States ‘government refused to do 
anything on the ground that Monstery was a 
legal resident of Mexico at the time of the 
robbery. | 

The story was told recently to Attorney 
‘obert Redfield of the firm of Redfield & 
oner, who became interested in the ro- 
antic tale of the veteran. The efforts of 
enator Mason were enlisted, and after se- 
curing copies of the reports an appeal was 
made to the Mexican government and a 
favorable reply received. 

Mr. Redfield believes that there is a strong 
probability of the recovery of the amount or 
a part of it, and today Colonel Monstery de- 
parts on his long journey, to place the mat- 
ter in the hands of Pregident Diaz and the 
Mexican government.

Heretofore the stockholders in general have 
given little or no attention to the annual 
meetings. It has been the rule for the Presi- 
dent to present brief reports, congratulating 
the stockholders that the floating debt had 
been reduced, but volunteering no detailed 
information as to existing liabilities and 
assets. This system of annual reports was 
criticised yesterday and new methods are 
now sought. Particularly do some of. the 
stockholders. want set forth in detail the 
item of $26,000 for salaries, said to appear 
among the expenses. 

President Peck is due to sail from France 
on Dec. 15. When he arrives in Chicago the 
formal resolution will be brought to his at- 
tention and he will be asked to present to the 
adjourned meeting on Jan. 12 full information 
on the following: 

The list of stockholders in the association and 
the amount of stock held by each. 

The list of bondholders and thé amount of bonds 
held by each. . 

A list of the lessees and tenants of the building, 
together with rents paid by each. 

A balance sheet showing the disposition of all 
moneys received, together with the total present 
floating debt. 

Report Read, Then Questions. 

When Second Vice President Alexander 
H. Revell called the meeting to order in the 
absence of both President Peck and First 
Vice President Head, only a few of the 
stockholdérs were present. Among the num- 
ber were W. J. Chalmers, Henry Dibblee, 
E. B Jennings, E. L. Brewster, George 
Mason, and Attorney Finley Scruggs, repre- 
senting a number of clients. The secre- 
tary at once entered on the reading of the

Less than six 
months ago Conwright Schreiner was al- 
most literally stoned out of the country for 
attempting to do the same thing. 

In London itself the tone has so changed 
that a leading agitator declared to me only 
yesterday that he could guarantee the peace- 
able holding of a meeting of 10,000 people, 
could he get a meeting place, all enthusiastic 
opponents of the war. 

You have little idea, seemingly, of the kind 
of stories finding their way into print here, 
not from irresponsible individuals, but from 
officers in the field, whose feelings have been 
outraged by the work they have been set 
to do. 

Brutality Toward the Boers. 

I have before me a letter from an officer’ 
in good standing, now in south Africa, which 
is filled with tales of quite ghastly descrip- 
tion.

An interesting papyrus is now being ex- 
amined at the Strasburg Library.

He is described as being great, big, and 
strong. He went to school, rivaled the scribe 
who taught, and began to talk to the scribes 
in the House of Life. 

All the land wondered at him, saying: Be- 
hold the boy who reached 12 years of age 
and thefe was no scribe in Memphis who 
could equal- him in reading, writing, and 
magic.“ 

Siosiris takes his father to Hades, where 
the cycles of the Land of Death are ribed. 
Here, also, are many stories of Jewish 
Christian origin.“ for example, the story of 
the rich man and Lazarus. The doctrine of 
future punishment: not found in Egyptian 
rituals ie here clearly stated. Later is an 
account of a contest between Siosiris and 
the magicians of Ethiopia, which is strangely 
reminiscent of the story of Moses. One 
magician says: Cast my spell upon Egypt

The Vossische Zeitung takes a similar view 
and says that “ hyp tleal Exantis, which is 
seeking to embroil Germany with England, 

would have left Germany in the lurch, prob- 
ably confederating with England against 
Germany, after succeeding in rupturing the 
bonds of Anglo-German friendship.” 


Says America Need Not Complain. 
An editorial article in the Kreuz Zeitung 
op the subject of President McKinley’s re- 


cent message to Congress is significant as 


expressing the views and aims of the mod- 
erate German Agrarians. It says: 

“It does not matter if the Americans lose 
the German meat trade, since American 
manufactured imports to Germany will 
enormously increase, which is watched 
anxiously in Germany, Austria-Hungary, 
and Switzerland. If Germany in the pro- 
jected treaties imitates the Dingley tariff 
how can the Americans complain? It would 
only be an act of self-defense.’’ 

The article then proceeds to enumerate the 
many apparent unfairnesses in the tariff re- 
lations with the United States. .

‘Discuss the Polish Danger. 

The official Berliner Correspondenz, in a 
long series of articles headed The Polish 
Danger reviews the recent enormous prog- 
ress of the Poles, politically and economica!- 
ly, and their numerical increase, as showing 
imminent danger that the Provinces of Po- 
sen, West Prussia, East Prussia, and Upper 
Silesia will become entirely Slavicized in 
spite of all the government measures taken 
against such a result, and the Polization 
of a large number of districts within the 
industrial Provinces of the Rhine and West- 
phalia, quoting official figures in support of 
the statements made. | 

The semi-official papers have taken up the 
subject, claiming it is not only a danger 
for Prussia but for entire Germany. 

In government circles, it is concurrently re- 
ported, Emperor W.illam intends to inau- 
gurate a systematic, carefully planned anti- 
Polish campaign, for which he wants a 
strong national supporting sentiment. 

It is officially asserted that the reports 
since 1897 show a uniform decrease of Ger- 
mans in the Polish provinces, in spite of 
the German colonization fund of 200,000,000 
marks and the strong governinent influences. 


Open Fight on Von Buelow. 

The first guns of the campaign of abuse 
against Count von Billow were fired this 
week by the Agrarians of west Prussia, 
who referred to the imperial Chancellor as 
they did to Caprivi as being a man without 
an acre and without grain.“ The Agrarian

Plans for 
fortifying the heights commanding the ap- 
proaches to Sydney by sea and land are well 
advanced. 


Government Gains a Seat. 


By the death of Senator McInnes the gov- 
ernment now has three more seats in the 
Senate to bestow on its supporters, which 
when filled will give the “Liberals thirty 
votes in the Senate against the thirty-four 
usually required to give the control in the 
absence of the Senators periodically unable 
to attend through sickness or the infirm- 
ities of age.

TO CURB. TRUSTS IN HUNGARY. 


Minister of Commerce Drafting Law to 
Place Strict Regulations on In- 
‘ dustrial Combines. 


[Special Cable to the New York World and 
The Tribune. ] 


VIENNA. Dec. §.—The Hungarian Minister 
of Commerce is drafting legislation to con- 
trol trusts by which the following Hun- 
garlan industries are dominated: Jute, 
sirups, petroleum, candles, soda, ‘starch, 
ropes, string, iron, coal, glass, chemical 
products, fertilizers, paper, matches, and 
brandy. 

The bill requires the members to publish 
the terms of the agreement which constitute 
the basis of the trust. Trust accounts must 
be submitted to an official] auditor. 

In the event of any trust raising the price 
of an article to a sum that seriously affects 
the interests of consumers, the government 
may suspend or abolish the import duties on 
this particular article, thus counteracting the 
te of the trust by foreign competi- 

The Minister of Commerce also, in cases of 
necessity, may take over the control of a 
trust whose operations are injurious to the 
interests of the state. 

In case of great urgency the government 
may absolutely confiscate the whole trust, 
compensating the individual ürms and con-

. Time of Flight Uncertain. 
A vast number of birds winter on the sea 
marshes of Texas and Louisiana, but these 
Birds do not go there at a'stated time or 


leave there at a stated time, nor is the supply 


seen there during ihe winter a constant une. 
A mild spell of weather in upper Texas and 
Arkansas will cause them to begin to work 
north at any time in the winter. A cold 
storm in Arkansas will send a renewed num- 
ber of birds down to the guif coast. A auck 
is much like any other animal, and is dis- 
posed to make its living the easiest way. it 
can. When the feed and ciimate do not suit 
it, it simpiy takes its flight for a hundred.

squawk of some old hen that is finding good 
feeding. It is only a note or two. sometimes 
four or five notes, of her voice upraised in 
exultation, but always it is a note of con- 
tent and satisfaction, not of alarm. It is 
ten to one that the beginner with a duck 
call will blow the alarm call, which is just 
what he does not want. Let him pattern 
after the old hen, and only give a note or 
two when he sees the flock within hearing 
distance. When it once heads towards him 
the best thing he can do is to lie mighty low 
and keep mighty quiet. 

Now, here is where the cunning of the 
mallard shows itself. He hears this note 
and thinks it may be genuine. He sees these 
decoys, and thinks perhaps they, too, are 
genuine, even though there is no uplifted 
wing or neck bent backwards in toilet opera- 
tions. But he sees also something long and 
strange in the grass. He is high up above 
the boat and can see right down into it. He 
will not go near this object at first, but will 
take a circle about it, just out of gunshot. 
The shooter’s heart comes up in his mouth, 
for he can hear the occasional chuckle of the 
passing birds, and hopes they will come 
within range. By no means let him rise 
up in the blind until he Js perfectly sure 
that the birds are within range. If they 
have the least suspicion, and even if they 
have not. their invariable custom is to circle 
round several times before they light in any 
part of a marsh. They do this to spy out 
the land and locate any possible intruders. 

Patience the Chief Requisite. 

Hence our shooter in the boat may be sure 
that, unless the day is stormy and the wind 
heavy, so that the birds are just topping the 
grass, they will be sure to swing around him 
wo or three times before they pitch for the 
lecoy hole. Sometimes an old single mal- 
ard will circle five times before he will light. 
When at last they do conclude to dropin and 
‘hance it, they come down at a long angle 
und swing up against the wind, their wings 
et back and their legs dropped down. Seen 
through the fringe of grass at a distance of 
thirty or forty yards, a mallard looks then 
bout as big as a meeting-house. it is now 
hat the chance comes, and before the bunch. 
‘an. get away the shooter ought to stop at 
east a pair of them. He will need to hold 
»bove his bird for the second shot, for the 
upward jump of a startled mallard is one 
uf the quickest things in nature. 

There has been some pretty good mallard 
shooting in Wisconsin this fall, mostly on 
the better known marshes, such as the Win- 
neconne, Butte, Des Mots, and Horicon 
marshes. All this shooting is don over de- 
coys. Far out in some of the wider lakes 
of Minnesota and Dakota one may at times 
get some good pass shooting at mallards in 
which the shooter stands on dry ground and 
does his shooting at birds going over, often 
at great heights. The matter of conceal- 
ment here is of less importance, but the 
shooting is much harder than decoy shooting. 
The altitude and angles are changing all the 
time, and the man who can kill half his 
birds on a pass will not need to take a back 
seat in the circle when the lying begins 
around the fire at night. 

Features of Timber Shooting. 

Another form of mallard shooting, and 
this is the one which is just now attracting 
most of the attention in the lower part 
of this State, is timber shooting. The fayor- 
ite food of the maliard duck is the acorn, 
and if it has to choose between acorns and 
ripe corn, it will take the former. Hence 
we sometimes have the curious circum- 
stance of these grand birds coming right 
into the heavy timber to feed, in places 
where sometimes the water is but a’ few 
inches deep. I have sometimes seen them 
on ground absolutely dry, and I have known 
them thus to feed on the little red ber- 
ries of the thorn apple. When there is a 
goodly section of overflowed timber land, 
such as used sometimes to happen in the 
Mississippi country around Monmouth and 
New Boston, then you get the grand sport 
of timber shooting for mallards, which is 
the seventh heaven of the duck shooter's 
‘delight. 

In timber shooting a duck call is im- 
portant. Here, you must remember, you 
are at the bottom of these tal) trees above 
which the birds are passing in the search 
for their feeding ground. The mallard does 
not see any decoys as it looks down, and 
all the tops of the trees to its vision seem 
like a more or less level floor. It is not apt 
to get down below the topmost branches 
of these trees in its flight, hence it can- 
not see far on either side. It does not know 
just where it ought to light in order to find 
its food. Now, while it is passing slowly 
and waveringly along, over the tops of 
the hardwood timber, it hears the loud note 
of some supposed duck below. which ap- 
parently has found good food. Perhaps it 
utters a little cluck in reply, but more prob- 
ably it heads silently for that spot on a 
little tour of investigation. 

Hard Hitting Gun Is Best. 

What appears to you, sitting on a log at 
the foot of some tree. or in the crotch of 
scme tree top at the edge of the overflow. is 
the sudden whisper of wings high up in the 
air. and the appearance, clear cut against the 
sky above you, of a vast and adorable bird, 


trees are tall, and that the mallard is above 


them, so that the range is longer than you 
might think at first. You want a hard hit- 
ting gun for this work, and you want to know 
how to hold, just as you do in pass shooting. 

In the palmy days of Illinois there used to 


be along the Illinois and Mississippi River 


bottoms some of the best duck shots the 
world ever saw. It was at Browning, III., 
that Billy Griggs, known as King of the 
Market Hunters,“ was bred and trained. A | 
famous amateur shooter in his time, indeed 
one of the most famous some twenty years 
ago, was Fred Kimball of Peoria. III. Mr. 
Kimball could talk all kinds of duck talk on 


a caller, and he was one of the steadiest of 


shots in his favorite sport of the mallard 
shooting in the timber. 

He used a single-barreled eight-gauge, and 
when he did shoot at a bird the latter was | 
usually his meat. Fred Allen of Monmouth 
is another man to whom this overflow shoot- 
ing was an open book. In the old days every- 
body shot in the spring as well as the fall.

ing about the 20th inst. The sporting fra- 
ternity here expects to handle many more 
thousands of dollars the coming season than 
ever and is making preparations for a large 
and rushing business. 

The Southern club will again be controlled 
by Dan Stuart. Charles Dugan, Leo Mayer. 
and Joseph Ullman. Extensive additions. 
alterations, and decorations have been added 
to this club, and when it was opened on 
Thanksgiving day the surprise at the mag- 
nificence of everything was general. Charles 
Dugan. who owns the grounds and building 
and Leo Mayer, the Eastern bookmaker 
are already here. Joe Unman and Dan 
Stuart are now in San Francisco. but wil! 
arrive about Jan. 1. This is a strong quar- 
tette financially, its combined reputed wealth 
being conservatively estimated at from 
52.000.000 to $3,000,000. 

The Arkansaw club has undergone many 
changes and another story has been added. 
The poolroom has been refitted and refur- 
nished. and is already open. handling be- 
tween $10,000 and $15,000 each day. Dec- 
orators and furnishers from Chicago are 
at present working on the second and third 
stories and will not be through until Christ- 
mas, when the club will have a “ grand 
opening.“ The same men who have owned 
and operated this property since its first 
opening in January, 1889, will be at the 
helm. They are Kirk Gunn and Cyrus 
Jaynes of Chicago and Colonels Lynn and 
Hill of Kentucky.

MAGNATES WILL BE 


NATIONAL LEAGUE HAS IMPOR- 
TANT MATTERS ON HAND. 


This Week's Session Must Deal with 
Players’ Demands, the Encroach- 
ments of the American, and, Inci- 
dentally, the Disrepute into Which 
the Game Has Fallen — Eastern 
Writer Makes Pilea for Recognition 
oY the Press. 8 


[BY JOSEPH VILA.] 

New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.J}—The mag- 
nates of the National league will begin drop- 
ping into town tomorrow to hold their an- 
nual fall meeting at the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
So much space has been given to football 
during the last two months that the mag- 
nates have dropped out of the public eye 
here, but they need not worry, for, in the 
course of a few days, they will be holding 
the center of the stage again with the glare 
of the footlights flush in their faces, un- 
less, of course, they turn their backs. 

What are these bright, shining examples 
of baseball sportsmen going to do this trip? 
They are confronted with several serious 
problems. Poor business is the real topic 
to be discussed, for everybody knows the 
magnates hate to feel in their pockets and 
find only a handful of change. They have 
admitted that interest in baseball in both 
New York and Brooklyn has fallen to a min- 
imum. They also admit it is in bad shape in 
St. Louis and Cincinnati, What the causes 
are it is needless for me to recall in detail. 
What the remedy will be, however, is an- 
other question, that even the wise politi- 
clans of the game cannot answer. 

Perhaps they think if they can get togeth- 
er and institute a new sort of a boom there 
will be a revival of public interest. ut at 
the same time it might pay them to realize 
that to antagonize the press of the country 
is something that all the self-instituted “ re- 
vivais in the world cannot blot out. The 
trouble with the magnates in years gone was 
simply a case of swelled head. They were 
boomed as great and shrewd men, as sharp 
legislators, as millionaires, and as true blue 
sportsmen. They were besought by certain 
newspaper men to give out news, and their 
doings were so carefully watched and chron- 
icled that they came to believe that without 
their presence the newspapers could not live. 

As a result, and many of my fellow/news- 
peper men know it to be a fact, the magnates 
have come to league meetings in this city 
resolved to keep between themselves and 
the press a barrier so high and thick that 
it would be impossible for the seribes to 
get any information except the meager de- 
tails handed out by the league’s dutiful Presi- 
dent, Uncle Nick Young. Such a plan as this 
naturaily has caused the scribes no end of 
trouble and annoyance. It is a fact that as 
many as twenty-five newspaper men from 
all over the league circuit have sat around 
the corridors of the hotel waiting for news 
and have been either purpesely misinformed 
by the magnates or have been wrongly 
steered by outsiders who claimed to have 
underground communication with the star 
chamber. The simplest things have been 
suppressed by the magnates, but whenever 
they have had an ax to grind the scribes 
have always been hunted up. 

But what are the moguls going to do in the 
way of business? Can they induce Freed- 
man to strengthen the New Yorks so that the 
game will boom here? Will they act as sup- 
pllants again at the Democraticclub? What 
will they do with the plea df the Protéctive 
Association of Professional Baseball Play- 
ers. as set before them by Attorney Harry 
Taylor? Surely they will not turn the play- 
ers aside without a hearing! But they may 
at that, if they find the American league is 
strong enough to throw Richter’s National 
association into the tureen. „ 

The debt incurred by the reduction of the 
circuit to eight clubs is another matter for a 
long argument. ‘Freedman has wefused to 
pay his share, and the percentage of receipts 
turned over to the league's treasury last sea- 
son was so small in comparison with expecta- 
tions that there is bound to be a howl. The 
plan is now to get the American league to 
saddle some of the debt, especially that re- 
lating to Washington and Baltimore. Look 
out, too, for a muddle over the St. Louis club, 
with a possible clash between Robisun and 
Becker, John T. Brush acting as referee! 
Robison played a bold game last spring to 
give St. Louis a winner and he lost. He isa

Two Eastern breeders of note, William 
Bimpson and William Russell Allen. who

stallion of his day, and his farm is at Pitts- 
field, Mass., in the Berkshire Hills.

R. D. Wrenn’s work on the football field, 
aside from his general knowledge of the 
points of the game, quickness of observa- 
tion and decision. is notable for his evenness 
of temper and his ability to control and kecp 
the respect of the clashing antagonists dur- 
ing the heat of conflict. * . 
Everts Wrenn has attracted attention by 
the ironclad manner in which he holds the 
teams to observance of the rules. No other 
official has penalized teams so often or so 
many yards for offside play or for holding. 
He knows no favofites, and one situation in 
the game offers no more excuse to him for a

policy brought Everts Wrenn some enemies 
for a time, but it proved a winner in the 
long run. The University of Chicago team 
became aggrieved at Wrenn because of his 
persistent punishment of maroon players for 
slight infractions of the rules, yet no impar- 
tial person believes Wrenn did anything more 
than hold Stags's players strictly to the let- 


ter of the law. 


Of all the officials in football probably none 
is quite so universally popular as Ralph 
Hoagland, the former Princetonian. Hoag- 
land has a happy combination of good-nature 
and firmness which fit him admirably for the 
place. He holds the opposing teams to an

“It’s queer how blood will tell,” continued 
Mr. Iams. Don at my farm I havea 5-

Last summer I was short of 
mules, and concluded to work the son of 
Axtell and the Electioneer. mare in a te 
So he was hitched with two mules, worked 
every day like a cart horse, and I give you 
my word he actually wore out both those 
mules, and when the summer ended was as 
fat a bear and felt ready to tackle all che 
work on, the place.“ 

“ You get to work and train that fellow for 
speed next spring.“ said Rea, and take my 
word for it that he will be atrotter. Outat 
the Daly ranch we had a mare whose foals 
were a little soft, and a couple of years ago 
we decided that they would not do. So the 
latest arrival from that mare was put right 
at work when he was old enough. He was 
driven double to wagons and carriages, and 
would often start out in the morning and 
never get home till night. Last spring I 
thought I would work him a littie for speed, 
and in no time at all he went a mile in 2:15 
for me. He has a race record better than 
2:20 right now, and is as game a thing as 
you ever saw. I believe there are plenty of 
trotting- bred horses that are unable to carry 
their speed when trained in the ordinary 
way that would make good race horses if 
taken from the track arid given a season of 
real hard work. It would certainly develop 
and strengthen muscles, and then when they 
went back to brushing their speed would be 
easy to carry.“ : 

About Aggie Medium. 

Another group of horsemen were discuss- 
ing the sale of the Chicago mare Aggie Me- 
dium, she having just changed hands at 
$3,200 for road use in Chicago. Aggie has 
a disagreeable habit of not standing well 
after being harnessed, and it is not always 
an easy matter for the driver to get into 
the vehicle to which she is hitched. 

„ had a horse of that sort in my barn,” 
said Willard Cave, whese stable on Fifty- 
first street is headquarters for Chicago road 
riders. I had been told all about what this 
nag would do when hitched and made my 
plans accordingly. When the animal ar- 
rived I interviewed her in the stall and found 
her the cleverest thing there you ever saw— 
not a bit hawky or notional. The first time 
we started to hitch her I took @ lot of lump 
sugar and gave her a piece before the harness 
was put on. Then when she was led out in 
front of the cart I stood at her head. She 


wore an open bridle, so that she could see 


everything, and was a 7-year-old, so that 
I knew that her trouble was not the foolish- 
ness of colthood. I let her-stand there a 
while, giving her sugar, which she liked 
immensely, and finally I slipped the altar 
off and. replaced it with a bridle. Then as 
the cart was brought up I handed her an- 
other lump of sugar. putting it well into her 
mouth and under the bit, so she could chew 
it. After a little I told the boys to hitch her. 
She stood like a statue, fever making a move 
to hand out one of those jumps we had 
heard so much about. Finally I toid one 
of the boys to get into the cart carefully, 
but warned him to not take the lines in the 
ordinary way—but just leave them free and 
to one side of him, so that they could be 

ped in case of trouble. The mare never 


stirred while this was being done. although 


she was nervous. I kept talking to her all 
the time and was satisfied she would not try 
to hurt me. After a little I had the boy 
get out of the cart slowly and carefully. 
Then he got in again. This was repeated 
several times, and then I had the boy come 
to the mare’s head while I got into the cart. 
„ To make a long story short, that mare 
went out of the barn all right when we 
finally started her. She was awfully hawky 
on the road, though, for about a mile. and 
then she settled down, and from that day on 
was clever, although, of course, it was a 
long time before I took any chances in the 
way of stopping her while on the road.“ 

Aggie Medium is in many respects a model 
road mare, having plenty of speed and re- 
markable steadiness, but she “ takes hold” 
pretty well in the first part of a mile. Mr.

LECTS MANY YALE PLAYERS. 


Would Like to Have a Team Composed 
of Hares—Bilue and Crimson Are 
Awarded First and Second Honors 
in Ranking for the Season, with 
Pennsylvania Third and Princeton 
Sixth—Discusses the Championship 
Muddle in the West. |

Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Per- 
haps nothing is more difficult for the coach of 
a football team which has put in a bid for 
first honors than to rid his mind of all preju- 
dice with regard to the playing ability and 
standing of the football teams of the country. 

Then again such a man has especial diffi- 
culty in attempting to choose that mythical 
but interesting aggregation popularly known 
as an all-American team. At the request 
of some interested people, Iam about to make 
an honest effort in that direction, however, 
and omy ask that my readers may not be 
too critical. 

I have heard many well intentioned people, 
most of whom, I must confess, are partisans 
for the wearers of the red and blue, who 
maintain strenuously that Pennsylvania 
might be reckoned as tied with Harvard for 
second place. I cannot uphold this theory 
for the reason that whether or not the Penn- 
sylvania team could have or should have de- 
feated or played even with Harvard, the un- 
happy and unalterable fact remains staring 
us In the face that it did not doso. On the 
contrary, the wearers of the crimson de- 
feated Pennsylvania with absolute ease and 
seem to have deserved a larger score. 


Praises Old Eli’s Team. 

Yale, of course, must be accredited with 
first place. She did not lose one game 
throughout the entire season and won from 
both Princeton and Harvard by such d 
cisive scores that she finished the race with 
a spurt which has never before been equaied 
in football annals. Further than this, she 
played throughout the entire season a game 
which, by the scores, shows a greater ot 
fensive and defensive strength than that of 
any other team. She averaged twenty-eight 
points per game and allowed but two scores 
against her in twelves times upon the field. 

Harvard ought to be conceded second place 
on the list without any hesitation. Ste lost 
but one game throughout the season and 
defeated Pennsylvania, which had succeed- 
ed in easily defeating almost all other East- 
ern elevens which could possibly claim rival- 
ry with Harvard, if the wearers of the crim- 
son had been in a less enviable positior. 
Harvard's material did not seem to be quite 
of the same caliber as that at New Haven 
and the players came into the hardest games 
of their schedules in an apparently over- 
wrought condition. This was noticeable, 
even as early as the Harvard-Pennsylvania 
game, when many noticed that Hallowell, 
Campbell, Ellis, and Daly looked too thin 
and drawn for the best condition.

As it is, it seems to me almost 
to place both Cornel] and Columbia ahead of 
Princeton. It is hard to decide which of 
these two teams deserves fourth place, be- 
cause, although Columbia was defeated by 
three teams to Cornell's two, two of the 
three whippings were administered by Yale 
and Harvard, with whom the Ithacans did 
not play.

While the city’s industrial interests are 
being boomed by the Real Estate board the 
marine men will be active in increasing.the 
city’s lake traffic, a scheme already being 
under discussion for the creation of an in- 
dependent commission which will make an 
investigation and prepare a report containing 
plans and estimates for the improvement 
of the Chicago River. 

Plan a Chain of Answers to Letters. 

The new Industrial 1 committee 
will insert advertisements in the leading 
journals of the European countries stating 
that the Chicago Real Estate board is pre- 
pared to furnish any particulars to indus- 
tries that may be desirous of locating in 
this section. All letters received by the 
committee are to be printed and distributed 
among the 298 agents and associate mem- 
bers of the board, and each will be answered 
direct. While the plan is in the nature of an 
experiment, a full trial will be given it. 

The scheme originated with Nelson 
Thomasson. He called the attention of the 
board a month ago to a Pittsburg dispatch, 
stating that Seybold & Dickstod, large man- 
ufacturers of crucible iron in England, were 
looking for a desirable site in the United 
States on which to erect a $3,000,000 plant 
where cheap coal and iron ore were obtain- 
able. Mr. Thomasson made the suggestion 
that the board consider the appointment of 
a committee to deal with just such class of 
European manufacturers. It was pointed 
out that Chicago has so many advantages 
that other places lack that there should be 
some reliable means of giving out informa- 
tion. The idea found immediate approval. 


River Harbor Commission. 

The commission scheme for the improve- 
ment of the Chicago River contemplates co- 
operation of the Drainage ney the Lake 
Carriers’ association, the Real Estate board, 
the present River Improvement association, 
composed mainly of big shippers, tug, and 
vessel owgers, and all civic organizations of 
taxpayers. It is proposed that the commis- 
sion shall have as its members a number of 
expert engineers, and in addition to its re- 

rt submit recommendations as to whether 
Phe Drainage board, the government, the 
City of Chicago, the existing River Improve- 
ment association, or an entirely new corpor- 
ation, practically independent of, but.repre- 
senting all these as well as other interests, 
should have charge of the future work of 
improvement. 

The Executive committee of the National 
Business league met at the Wellington Hotel 
last Thursday afternoon and completed ar- 
rangements for sending a delegation to 
Washington this week to work for the pass- 
age of several important pieces of legislation 
which are indorsed by the organization. 


Hamilton Club Wants a New Home. 

The Hamilton club of Chicago, which has 
been looking for suitable quarters for a new 
home for nearly two years, has under con- 
sideration the Argyle Building, at the north- 
west corner of Jackson boulevard and Mich- 
igan avenue, for this purpose. If suitable 
terms can be arranged with the Peck estate 
for the purchase of the seven-story and 
basement brick building and a ninety-nine- 


year lease of the ground, fronting 171 feet in. 


Jackson boulevard, with an average depth 
and frontage of thirty-eight feet in Michigan 
avenue, the deal may be closed. President 
Fred A. Bangs of the club, at a difectors’ 
meeting on Friday evening, was mewn nt 
to appoint a special committee to select a 
new home for the club. The committee will 
be named tomorrow. 

Wilson & Marshall, the architects, are at 
work on plans and estimating the cost of re- 
modeling the building on an elaborate scale. 
The intention is, if the deal is consummated, 
to place the club in quarters as finely appoint- 
ed as any similar organization in the country. 

The construction and architecture of the 
building is such that it affords large floor 
areas and any number of opportunities for 
changes and remodeling to the exact needs 
and requirements of the club. An electric 
system of elevators is planned and a hand- 
some entrance in Jackson boulevard. 


Good Pian from Financial Standpoint. 

From a financial standpoint it has an allur- 
ing feature, inasmuch as the basement and 
first two floors may be rented to small mer- 


-chants and for offices most readily, at the 


same:time giving the club abundance of 
space for its own use on five upper floors. 
And in case the club continues to increase 
in size the lower floors may be used when 
needed. 

It is figured that the rent from the lower 
floors will reduce the annual ground rent to 
an amount that really means a low rental. 
The outlay for the purchase of tle building 
and remodeling and furnishing is estimated 
at from $85,000 to $100,000, and it is believed 
that a bond issue running for ten years can 


| be readily floated. 


One of the late Hope Reed Cody’s ambi- 
tions was the erection of a handsome club 
building. Plans for a modern six-story 
structure were prepared, and the present site 
of the Illinois Theater, almost opposite the 
Argyle Building, in Jackson boulevard, con- 
sidered for a long-term lease. Mr. Cody's 
death caused the project to be dropped for 
the time being, but has been taken up with 
the same spirit and energy by President 
Bangs and other members of the club. 


L. Z. Leiter Conveys Property to Wife. 


Levi Z. Leiter has conveyed to his wife, 
Mary T. Leiter, the five-story building and 
ground, 53%x184 feet, at 199 and 201 Madison 
street, for $125,000. The instrument is dated 
Dec. 6, 1900, and the residence of each of the 
parties given as Washington, D. C., where 
the Leiter family makes its home. The Swift 
commission valued the ground at $198,870 
and the improvements at $57,750, and the 
Board of Review last year at $158,450. Last 
May Mr. Leiter transferred to his wife the 
block of land bounded by Wells, Schiller, 
Franklin, and Sigel streets, for $300,000. The 
latter property is under a long term lease to 
Adolph Schoeninger, and is occupied by the 
plant of the Western Wheel works.. All rents 
have been paid to Mrs. Leiter since the sale.

Nally & Co. offer to lease the school proper- 
ty at Clark and Harrison streets and Pacific 
avenue, the Buildings and Grounds commit- 
tee last Friday decided to advertise for other 
offers.

NOT A FAIR DEAL. 

It does not seem to THz Cuicaco 

vnn at this distance from the scene of activi- 
ty and festivity that the Republican voters 
are getting a fair deal at the hands of 
some of the party managers in the Senate 
of the United States. The leading spirits 
in that body seem to have agreed upon 
a plan of promotion and publicity” 
which was not canvassed before the people. 
during the recent campaign. 
It was not understood when the spell- | 
binders were urging the people of the North- 
west to vote in favor of the reglection of 
President McKinley that one of the first 
items on the Senatorial program when Con- 
gress met would be the passage of a ship- 
ping “ subsidy bill which contemplates the 
annual expenditure of $9,000,000 a year 
for thirty years for fie special benefit of 
a number of rich men residing in Bastern 
cities. It is true that the national plat- 
form adopted at Philadelphia contained an 
obscure, vague, and indefinite reference, 
which might mean anything or nothing, to 
the subject of the merchant marine.“ The 
plank reads: 


Our present dependence upon foreign shipping for | 
nine-tenths of our foreign carrying is a great loss 
to the industry of this country. It is also a serious 
danger to our trade, for its sudden withdrawal in 
the event of European war would seriously cripple 
our expanding forelgn commerce. The national 
defense and naval efficiency of this country, more- 
over, supply a compelling reason for legislation 
which will enable us to recover our former place 


There is nothing whatever in this adroit | 
resolution about “subsidies.” The word 
“subsidies” was carefully omitted from 
the platform. Nor was anything said during 
the campaign in regard to the extension of 
our merchant marine by a scheme of public 
expenditure continuing for a generation.

The merchant marine may be “ expand- 
ed” in various ways besides dipping into 
the Treasury to the tune of $9,000,000 a 
year for thirty years.

It was 
not once referred to by a single speaker, so 
fer as we are informed. If it had been 
understood that the project of ignominious 
surrender to Great Britain on this canal | 
proposition was to be pressed in the event 
of McKinley's reéiection there might have 
been. quite a difference in the vote in many 
places. No speaker even dared to hint that 
the treaty, without amendment, would be- 
come an article of Republican faith imme- 
diately after election. | 

Furthermore, there was no public an- 
nouncement of the fact that 54,000, 000 
was to be added to the pension bill or that 
it was intended to make a gift of 510,000, 
000 per annum to a few favored brewers 
as a recognition of their contributions to 
the campaign fund and their silent support 
during the campaign. The fact that the 
influence of the brewers was being exerted 

in some instances in a direction at variance 

with their previous political predispositions 

was observable, but not a word was said 

about a future reward. 

Nothing was said about the proposition to 
expend 3200, 000,000 on the Nicaragua 
Canal. The magnificent naval program now 
unfolding itself was not set forth to the 
people. There was strict silence eencerning 
the other grand projects for the consump- 
tion of the surplus which are now seeking 
Congressional support and getting it in some 
influential quarters. 

The campaign was chiefly devoted to the 
discussion of the money question, to the 
question of trusts—which it was declared 
vehemently did not exist—and the ques- 
tions of class distinctions and the authority 
and supremacy of the law and the ‘courts. 
All these questions seem to have been for-

UNJUST TO SECRETARY HAY. 

The report which is being sent out from 
Washington to the effect that it is the 
intention of Mr. John Hay to resign unless 
the treaty bearing his name and that of 
Lord Pauncefote is ratified does less than 
justice to the distinguished Secretary of 
State. Mr. Hay is recognized as a fair- 
minded, reasonable, and just man. He 
knows that, while it is his function to 
negotiate treaties as a representative of 
the President, it is the duty of the Senate, 
as a codrdinate branch of the government, 
to pass upon them. Hach Senator, in the 
exercise of his deliberate judgment and 
convictions, must act according to his con- 
science. 

The Secretary has had long experience 
in public life and wide acquaintance with 
men and affairs. He knows that a state- 
ment like the one referred to, if it pro- 
ceeded from him, would not be effective 
in promoting the ratification of the treaty 
as proposed, but would have directly the 
contrary effect. It is impossible for the 
head of any department of the government 


nation in case his wishes are not carried 
out by the legislative body. Nor is it pos- 
sible for any person holding an office, either 
elective or appointive, to carry any im- 
portant point by an intimatjon that he will 
resign unless his wishes are acceded to, 
Demonstration of that fleet was made when 
Senators Oonkling and Platt resigned and 
applied to the New York Legislature for 
a vote of confidence. To their immense sur- 
prise, not only did they fail to receive the 


vote they wished, but they failed to be re- 


At the time when Senator Conkling tend- 
ered his resignation he was extremely in- 
fluential in the State of New York. He 
was supposed to be the most powerful man 
in the Republican party in that State. 
Nevertheless, a Republican Legislature did 
not hesitate to retire him to private life 
when he flung his ation in its face. 
Nor would the Senate o the United States 
refuse to act promptly and decisively if an 
attempt were made to intimidate it by any 
one of the assistants of the President, com- 
monly known as heads of departments. 

Tun Trisune does not for one instant 
credit the report, because it believes Mr. 
Hay to be a man of such sagacity and 
of such experience in public affairs that he 
would probably be the last one in the whole 
administration who would contemplate a 
step of that kind, or who would fall into 
the error of permitting it to go abroad that 
he proposed to coerce a codrdinate branch of 
the government by an exhibition of per- 
sonal pique and ill-feeling. Nor would he 
for a moment assume to insist that his 
judgment concerning the treaty was neces- 
sarily superior to that of the Senate of the 
United States. 


MR. ASHBEER’S CRITICISMS. 

Whatever Mr. Ashbee may or may not 
have accomplished in Chicago to promote 
the objects of the National] Trust for Places 
of Historic Interest and Natura! Beauty, 
he has at least created ‘quite a sensation 
by his frank and pertinent criticisms of the 
lack of cleanliness and beauty which char- 
acterizes this city. There is no good rea- 
son, however, why the truth should cause 
either sensation or protest. Sensible peo- 
ple who have outgrown provincialism 
never resent wholesome criticism. On the 
contrary, they like to know the truth, how- 
ever unpalatable it may be, and encourage 
its telling. They realize that Chicago is 
far from perfect in many directions and 
the sanest well-wishers of Chicago know 
that it is far from what a great city of 
nearly two millions should be, and, worse 
than that, that at present there is no resolute 
and intelligent effort to improve its dis- 
couraging, if not disgraceful, conditions. 
We have much to learn from others, and 
Mr. bee should be thanked instead of 
6 for his criticisms. It would be 
better for us if there were more Ashbees 
to tell us our failings. 

Again, when Mr. Ashbee asserts Chicago 
is not a beautiful city he is telling a home 
truth. True, it is difficult to make a flat 
city picturesque or diversified, but ap- 
parently there is a conspiracy to make it 
as unpicturesque and monotonous as pos- 
sible. Its principal public building, the City 
Hall, located in the business heart of the 
city, is a monstrosity having neither sig- 
nificance nor meaning. Its private busi- 
nese structures are simply huge, sky- 
scraping places for buying and selling, with 
no more pretense to architectural effect 
or adornment than a dry goods box set up 
on end. In a few instances property-own- 
ers. with some ideas of taste and love of 
beauty have erected handsome buildings, 
but their effect is lost by reason of the ugly 
|} monsters all around them, closing up air 
and light spaces, cutting off vision, and op- 
pressing every one with their titanic de- 
formity. With the exception of the Public 
Library, the Art Institute, the Newberry 
Library, and a few other buildings, we have 
nothing to cheer the resident or attract the. 
stranger, and even these are losing what 
Uttle beauty they ever had by reason of

10 REGULATE GAS. 

The arbitrary action just taken by the 
People’s .Gaslight and Coke company in 
raising the price of gas for fuel 7 the Hyde 
Park district from 72 cents to $1 adds oue 
more item to the argument for some public 
supervision of local gas rates. : 

When the Hyde Park company was con- 
golidated with the People’s company the 
former was selling manufactured fuel gas 
for 72 cents for 1,000 feet. The latter left 
this price unchanged after consolidation, 
although it contends it always had the right 
to raise it. This is questionable. But the. 
company did not raise the price; perhaps, as 
it sags, because there would be objections 
from consumers, but also because it was 
not losing money on the gas it sold for 72 


is being made through the courts to com- 
pel it to charge that price in all parts of 
the city, on the ground that it is a fair price, 
the company proposes to make the Hyde- 
Parkers pay a dollar unless the suit is de- 
cided in favor of the company. It the latter 
is defeated the Hyde-Parkers, like other 
less fortunate Chicagoans, will have to pay 
a dollar. | 

It is the duty of the city itself, in the case 
of @ universal commodity like gas, furnished 
2 a franchise, to assume the burden of 
insuring fair treatment to all consumers. 
‘This case therefore provokes a reasonable 
curiosity to know what is to come out of 
the flurry of propositions which Aldermen 
were presenting a few weeks ago on this 
subject. | 

The ordinance which was passed, reduc- 
ing the price of gas throughout the city to 
75 cents after Jan. 1. 1901, was another In- 
stance of hasty action by the Council, since 
it was based on no adequate inquiry show- 
ing the figure named to be reasonable, while 
a more moderate measure would stand a 
better chance of serving to establish the 
power of the city to exercise the power of 
regulation as a principle. Moreover, it is 
admitted that under the law as it stands the 
possession of such power by the city is a 
question of doubt. Various other measures 
on this matter, including a proposed bill au- 
thorising the city to build and operate a 
gas plant, have been referred to the Com- 
mittee on State Legislation, and it is thus 
the important duty of that committee to 
take cognizance of the whole subject. 

What is really needed is that there should 
exist somewhere power and machinery for 
regulating gas rates. The questio should 
therefore be carefully considered as to what 
powers in this line the city already pos- 
gesses, and a bill amplifying those powers, 
if deemed expedient, or else providing for a 
State or a local commission to exercise such 
powers, should be framed and reported to 
the Council as early ¢g practicable. There 
has been talk enough on this subject. Ac- 
tion by the Council Committee on State 
Legislation is now in order. | 
AND CRAFTS EXHIBITION. 
| 3 exhibit which has been 
going on for two weeks in a studio of the 
Woman's Temple under the direction of the 
Arts and Orafts society, and which closes on 
Tuesday, gives local illustration of an ex- 
ceedingly interesting movement in Great 
Britain, in certain cities of the continent, 
and in this country: Its spirit, which is 
probably due chiefly to John Ruskin, is 
expressed in the idea that. instead of the 
worker being sacrificed to his employment, 
as the factory hand so often is today, a 
man’s work should be of such a character 
as not only to make possible but to aid his 
own development. 

For the actual embodiment of this spirit 
in practice, William Morris probably did 
more than any other one individual. He con- 
tributed toward this end in*part by estab- 
lishing in London a factory where the 
most beautiful books of modern times were 
‘printed and some of the most beautiful fur- 
niture, tapestries, paper hangings, and other 
interior: furnishings of the present day 
were produced, all by hand labor instead 
of by machinery. Perhaps he contributed 
even more, however, by promoting an or- 
ganized effort which has resulted in the 
formation in British cities, within as many 
years, of a dozen or more Arts and Crafts 
societies, which, by exhibitions and in 
various ways, are extending handicraft 
work, not as a pastime but as a means of 
livelihood. Along with this has gone also 
an effort to enrich the declining life of 
English country villages, as a result of 
which there have been formed three or 
four hundred “ Home Art” societies, from 
whose products an exhibition is held each 
year in Albert Hall, tne largest auditorium 
in London. | 

A similar revival of handicraft is under 
way in some parts of the continent, notably 
in Belgium and Austria, and the impulse 
has extended to this country. The Arts 
and Crafts society of Boston was formed 
five or six years ago, and is now one of 
a group of perhaps half a dozen which 
have sprung up in our cities and which 
hold regular exhibitions. | 
The Chicago society was formed some- 
thing over three years ago, and its mem- 
bership of 150 includes about thirty peo- 
ple who are actually engaged in metal work- 
ing, wood working, book binding, enameling, 
pottery, or some other handicraft. Its pres- 
ent display is confined chiefly to the work. 
of its members, and is not only pleag- 
ant to behold but pleasant also to think of 
in connection with the circumstances of 
its production. Such exhibits are likewise 
bound, in themselves and through the modi- 
fication which they tend to make in demand, 
to. influence in some degree, and especial 
ly in the matter of design, the ordinary 
commercial methods of production. 

The local society has also done two in- 
teresting things of a mofe general nature. 
At the tenement-house exhibit in the Art 
Institute last spring, it furnished a kitchen- 
dining-room and a bedroom, as models for 
a tenement, and it is now endeavoring, in 
conjunction with the Public School Art 
society, to have an artist study the won- 
dertully cheap process of lithographing, 
with a view to producing good designs in 
lithographs for decorating the vast expanses 
of bare walls now found in the ‘public 
sctiools. The society is not in any bigoted 
way opposed to the use of mechanical meth- 
ods, though it is opposed to any effort to 
make a lithograph look, not like a litho-

LABOR DELIBERATING, 

President Gompers’ address on Thursday 
before the twentieth national convention of 
the American Federation of Labor at Louis- 
ville, Ky., contained three features of spe 
cial interest. 

The first was its showing as to the spread 
of labor organization within the last year. 
During that time there has been a net gain 
of 3,027 local unions and an increase of 
294,829 members. The total membership 
of trade unions in this country is not alto- 
gether easy to be ascertained, but suppos- 
ing it to be in the vicinity of a million, this 
increment is certainly remarkable, even con- 
sidering that it has occurred during and 
following a period of general prosperity. 

The second feature of the address con- 
sisted in its reference to the growing cen- 
tralization which has been taking place 
in the management of business and in the 
lesson drawn therefrom that wider combina- 
tion on the part of employés is consequently 
demanded. There can be no doubt that the 
trust or the large concern is a more formid- 
able antagonist for employés to deal with 
than a small concern, and that every stage 
of advance in the association of capi- 
tal naturally implies a corresponding ad- 
vance in the “ association” of labor. 

On the other hand there is evident ground: 
for President Gompers’ opinion that such 
lengthened alignment on either side “ need 
cause us no alarm.” A reduction in the 
number of rival proprietors will tend toward 
a reduction in the number of disputes and 
toward uniform conditions which will be 
the easier for employers to maintain at a 
high standard by reason of their more effec- 
tive control of the market. Such centraliza- 
tion of management is also bound to di- 
minish wasteful employment—which can 
afford but a specious benefit to labor—and, 
by abating in a greater or less degree the 
spasmodic character of production, to spread 


* * 


or through a succession of years. 

The third point of special interest was 
Mr. Gompers’ reference to compulsory ar- 
bitration. He sounded a vigorous note of 
warning to organized labor that compulsory 
arbitration is an idea to be shunned and 
advised that the “convention should em- 
phatically and without any ambiguity de- 
clare its position on this subject. - 

These sentiments indicate, of course, the 
deep-seated suspicion which is known to 
exist on the part of organized labor toward 
the courts or toward à proposal for any 
similar governmental body. They also dis- 
close, however—and the fact is still more 
fundamental—a consciousness that political 
action, upon which not only the courts but 
any scheme for compulsory arbitration must 
9 is a disappointing expedient 
in the h of labor. They virtually as- 
sert that, despite its theoretical advantages, 
political organization is less available at 
the present time than trade organization, 
and they place conciliation and the strike | 
above the ballot as effective agencies. 

It cannot be denied that this preference 
challenges the too frequent tendency to at- 
tribute unlimited capabilities to political 
action and suggests doubts as to what may 
be expected therefrom. In older countries, 
however, the experience of the workers in. 
their distinctive organizations, while pro- 
voking their demand for a wider exercise 
of the suffrage,’ has served to train them 
for a wiser use of it. It is the expectation | 
of similar results in this country which is 
one of the chief grounds for the permanent 
hope reposed in the principle of manhood 
suffrage. | 

Those who are anxious for the realization 
of that hope and are, perhaps, sometimes 
disappointed, should remember the great 
educational results for which, with all its 
failings, labor association really stands. 


RUSSELL SAGE ON SAVING. 

In the Christmas number of the Saturday 
Evening Post Russell Sage preaches a ser- 
mon so sound and logical that it is not neces- : 
sary to admire or sympathize with the 
preacher to appreciate the wisdom of his 
words. He calls his paper The Gospel of 
Saving,” and he takes as his text the dictum 
that thrift is absolutely essential to happi- 
ness. Thrift, he says, is the foundation of 
success in business, of contentment in the 
home, of standing in society. ‘The study 
and practice of thrift, in his opinion, should 
be made a part of the training in every pub- 
lic and private school in the country. 

It is impossible for any man to get the 
most out of life if he is continually ham- 
pered by the lack of money, and no man, 
says Mr. Sage, need be hampered in this 
way if he starts out on the simple basis of 
always living on less than he makes, no 
matter what that amount may be. He 
makes allowances, of course, for exceptions 
and for unpreventable accidents, and when 
he speaks of all men he speaks in a general 
sense. 

He lays down the wise rule that no man 
_ should at any time spend more than is neces- 
sary for a decent and comfortable living. 
Extreme luxury and iavishness are not evi- 
dences of cultivation, but of barbarism. 
The blame for the ruin of many men he 
lays on the shoulders of people who set 
‘them a bad example in these regards. 

For the benefit of young men starting in 
life he lays down a set of rules, the follow- 
ing of which he is willing to prophesy will 
inevitably bring both happiness and suc 
cess. The first rule is invariably to es ve 
20 cents out ot every dollar made. The 
second is to have a regular and strictly ob- 
served bour for rising and to work until the 
task before one is completed. The third is 
to be honest and brave enough to tell the

River Land of Drainage Trustees have 
Is Claimed. made public charges that 
large amounts of land bor- | 
dering on the river and the old canal are at 
present unlawfully used and occupied by 
private parties. It is charged that the mar- 
ket value of the land so held is several million 
dollars, and that if the Drainage board 
could get possession of it there would be no 
necessity of asking for an increase in the 
future tax levy. Charges of a similar. char- 
acter have been made from time to time for 
the last twenty years by different city admin- 
istrations. They have never yet been substan- 
tiated. If the Drainage Trustees have any 
ground for the claim they make they should 
take the case into court and put it to a test. 
The rtatute of limitations will not lie against 
the city or State, and if they can prove that 
any of the public property now occupied Ly 
private parties was not disposed of by its 
original owners they should have so trouble 
in recovering possession. If they can so re- 
cover a valuable asset for the Sanitary Dis- 
trict it is their duty to do so, and their action 
in. so doing will redound greatly to their 
credit.

The effect of the lakes is naturally to increase the amount of moisture 
and rainfall in the region subjected to their influence, and to modify the tem- 
perature conditions at all seasons of the year. The extreme heat of summer 
is frequently by cool lake breezes. This is felt decidedly here in 
Chicago, and has justified the city in its claim as an excellent summer re- 
sort. The lake winds of the winter aleo modify the cold, but the effect of the 
lake upon the temperature is most potent in the spring and summer. 

It is needless for me to say that meteorology is not an exact science. 
Weather forecasts are based upon the movement of the storm areas as they 
appear from the telegraphic reports received by the Weather bureau. As 
the storms are almost always changing shape, either increasing or diminish- 
ing in force, now moving rapidly, now slowly, first from the Northwest, 
then from the middle West, or from the Southwest, the forecaster must sim- 
ply make empirical deductions from the conditipns as they are charted on his 
maps. While I do not believe that the work of any forecaster has been such 
during a long period of time as to give himself entire satisfaction, never 


theless it is true that these forecasts and warnings are generally of great 


‘public benefit. It has not happened in several years that a severe storm 
or marked cold wave has visited any section without proper warning in 


advance, although occasionally such warnings have not been fully verified.

World's Diminishing Supp 


HB consumption of timber in this world is greater than 
the normal production of the accessible forests and the 
deficiency is temporarily covered by gradually destroy- 
ing the forests. All the great countries consume tim- 
ber in large quantities and are compelled every year to 
import vast quantities to supply their demand. France, 
which has beautiful forests covering nearly ten million 
hectares, finds its home production of timber insuff- 
cient for its wants. During the five years between 
1804 and 1898 inclusive France was compelled to im-

port on an average 140 million france’ worth of timber, while during the 


same period it did not export more than about 42 million francs’ worth. 
The imports during those five years have thus exceeded the on the 
average one hundred million francsa year. It is estimated that woods 
annually produce about 20 million cubic meters of firewood six 
million cubic meters of timber, In other words, France is compelied every 
year to import about three million cubic meters of timber.

bodies are provided with long, hairlike 
feelers, which enable them to form chains. 
Others are long and shaped like a pencil shar- 
pened at both ends, others resemble bent 
needles, arid still others are disk shaped. 
Usually representatives of a certain family 
preponderate in the surface plankton, and 
the latter is named accordingly. There were 
also monocellular alge forming small lumps 
of a jelly-like consistency, swarms of minute 
copepods, numerous arrow worms, and the 
antarctic screw shells in large quantities. 
The absence of flagellarie, which are found 
in large numbers in the arctic plankton, was 
quite characteristic for the antarctic 
plankton. 


— 
It was found that the water to a depth of 
forty meters contained a smaller number of 
organisms than the stratum below forty me- 
ters. The greatest mass of vegetable plank- 
ton was found in a depth between forty and 
eighty meters. Further down the quantity 
of vegetable organisms rapidly decreases 
and the limit was reached between 300 and 
400 meters. It is a remarkable fact that an- 
imal organisms in great profusion are fre- 
quently found in depths far below 400 me- 
ters. One of the nets which was so ar- 
ranged that it clesed itself before it was 
pulled up from a depth of between 5,000 and 
4,400 meters, brought quite a variety of liv- 
ing animal organisms to the surface. There

No DREAD OF POLICE. 
: Threats of Revenge, Prevent 
Conviction of Gangs of 
Young Criminals... 


NEAR REIGN OF TERROR 


sMERICAN newspapers on this 
i side of the Atlantic recently 
published a dispatch from Lon- 
i don stating that a policeman 
there had been murdered by 
„ hooligans,” and, inasmuch as 
i this term of “hooligan” is 
fan somewhat new, even in Eng- 
land. and assuredly not familiar to the ma- 
Jork of the readers of THe TRIBUNE, a few 
notes on the subject of this singularly dis- 
pleasing product of the British metropolis 
may prove of timely interest. 
> Hooliganism may be described as essential- 
ly English. In the, breast of every one to

He was born to the detective business. 
When he saw the light at Dundee, Kane 
County, III., in 1846 his father was nursing 
the scheme of a great detective agency. 
Four years later Allen W. Pinkerton came 
to Chicago and founded the agency that was 
to come down as a legacy to the sons. When 
the civil war broke out Allen Pinkerton went 
into the secret service of the United States 
army, and soon afterward the son William, 
then only 15 years old, followed. pe 

— 


: While growing to the age of 15 William 


nkerton Had been an ordinary West Side 
— He had attended the old Madison 
Street School, and in the grammar grades 
George D. Bromell had been his teacher. 
George Fergus and John Parmelee had been 
boys with him in the same school. Either of 
them might have been fonder of Old Steuth 
detectives than was young Pinkerton. From 
his father he had got the idea ot a detective 
agency as a simple business, which furnished 
as honest living to the family. It might as 
well have been flour milling or pork pack- 
ing in iteprosiness.- . 

In the secret service of the United States 
army young Pinkerton was connected with 
the Army of the Potomac through the long 
struggle. He was at the prosaic work of 
absisting in the prevention of commercial 
frauds against the government—against any 
“ embalming ot beef or substitution of peb- 
bles for beans. 

In 1865, without having had a chance oncé 
to do a creditable bit of false-beard work for 
the department, William Pinkerton returned 
to his home in Chicago, a big boy of 19 years, 
who felt that he,was short of the schooling 
that he needed: After a year at Notre Dame 
College at South Bend, Igd., he entered a 
business college in Chicago to fit himself for 
clerical work in his father’s office. Aftera 
course in the school be took a clerk’s place in 
the agency, whére his brother Robert had 
settled down to work. | 

Finally the father saw that he could use 
the boy to better advantage on the outside, 
and William, dressed in citizen’s clothes, 
was assigned to the floor of a great jewelry 
house in State street, watching for pickpock- 
ets and for jeweiry thieves. And it was there 
that he realized the first distinction made by 
the world between theft and kleptomania. 

His attention had been attracted to a fine- 
looking, well-dressed woman, who had an 
especially beautiful set of furs. She was 
looking at some costly cuff buttons, and, as 
he stood twenty-five feet away, young Pink- 
erton saw her slip a pair of buttons into her 
muff, Something told him not to make a 
scene, and as quickly as possible he crossed 
to the manager, pointed out the woman, who 
still stood at the case, and told him what she 
had done. 

Never mind,” said the manager. She 
is the wife of a wealthy man here, and can't 
help stealing. We keep account of her thefts, 
and he foots the bill the first of each month.” 

From this floor work young Pinkerton be- 
came a detective, working at it long enough

At the death of the father the agency had 
another office in Philadelphia, and it had 
some European connections. Since that time, 
however, the business has spread to nearly 
every big city in America, and a chain of sub- 
agencies strétches across Europe, through 
China, Japan, and reaching even to Aus- 


tralia. 


At the present time there are more than 
a thousand men in the employ of-the firm. 
Four thousand banks in the United States 
that are in the American Bankers’ associa- 
tion are protected by the Pinkertons. They 
have charge of the protective department of 
the Jewelers’ Protective union and“ of the 
Jewelers’ Security Alliance for the protec- 
tion of jewelry salesmen against robbery 
They represent numerous burglar insuran°* 
and fidelity insurance companies, and in this 
work have established the reputation of never 
“letting up on a criminal. Their men are 
at all the great racetracks of the country. 
They see to the keeping of order at the great 
sporting tournaments. In the cities, too, are 
the private watch services and the electric 
durglar alarm systems which communicate 
with the Pinkerton headquarters, where 
armed guards are signaled in cases of at- 
tempted burglagy.

In the conduct of this great system of de- 
tective-police workings, William A. Pinker- 
ton has been a chief factor for more than 
twenty years. His name has been one to in- 
spire terror to criminals in almost every 
quarter of the globe. , 

Personally, Mr. Pinkerton has the record 
of nearly every noted forger, burglar, and 
train holdup. man at his tengue’s end. He 
has had the unraveling of some of the great- 
est bank and express robberies committed 
in the United States. He has brought bank 
cashiers back from Canada and South Amer- 
ica. He has trafled criminals relentlessly to 
every part of the earth. 

Ani yet through it all he has acted 
„Square with crooks and criminals of all 
classes. He holds firmly to the conviction 
that there is no such thing as honor among 
thleves,“ but just as sincerely he feels that 
‘there must be honor between detectives and 
criminals; that the crooked classes at least 
are capable of appreciating square dealings 
over the part of officers of the law. Never 
to break faith with even the lowest criminal! 
has been the watchword of the agency, and 
this policy is considered by Mr. Pinkerton 


to have done much for the making of his 
business. :

In his class he stood 
third. When he gtaduated, however, he 
was one of six who took the Franklin 
medal for excellence in Greek, Latin, and 
mathematics. He entered Harvard in the 
fall of 1851. At college he distinguished him- 
self in certain branches, notably in Greek 
and Latin. He read a great deal, but not of 
contemporary literature, though ray, 
Dickens, and George Eliot were writing in 
England and Emerson in this country. He 
went to the older writers—to Scott and 
Irving and Johnson and Goldsmith. — 

After leaving college Phillips: Brooks took 
the position of usher in the Boston Latin 
School. While there, he was then 20, he 
kept a notebook in which he wrote out his 
young views of things. In one of his notes 
he says:: Once convince men that wealth, 
power, and learning are mean, despicable, 
and wrong, and you have crowned in- 
efficiency and ignorance, brutality and stu- 
pidity, as the monarch of our race forever,“ 
and there is more truth in this than Socialists 
will admit. In the same book he recorded 
these thoughts on the eve of his departure 
for the theological seminary in Virginia, 
where he was prepared for the church: 

“As we pass from some experience to some 
experiment, from a trial to an untried scene 
of life, it is as when we turn toa new page 
in a book we have never read before, but

How it 
would have struck you had you heard a 
strange young man of six feet four preach 
it in your own pulpit, what would you have 
said about it when you first got home?. . .”

Phillips Brooks lived a comparatively. un- 
eventful life, yet the narrative, as told by 
Dr. Allen, is most interesting, and I have 
only read the first volume.

It is because the character of the man makes 
itself so strongly felt through the story that 
one finds it interesting.

Arms of precision, which have reduced 
slaughter to a sclenve, are rapidly destroy- 
Ing the most, valuable of the world’s 
fauna.

Wherever. a useful beast is 
found in great: profitable numbers the 
first thought is to go and wipe it out. This, 
for obvious .reasons, is especially the case 
where the creature inviting attack is of *. 
sige, and so the most important mammals in 
‘all regions have been deliberately marked 
down. for extermination. What is not de- 
stroyed by the hide hunter is sought for mas- 
sacre by the sportsman, who kills the noble 


This impulse to murder helpless creatures for 
tun is peculiarly a Caucasian trait. 
Horse’s Kin Scarce. 
There were formerly in south Africa three 
interesting animals related to the horse—the 
quagga, the mountain zebra, and Burchell's 
zebra. Only fifty years ago the quagga 
roamed in immense herds in.the lowlands of 
Cape Coiony. It was easily tamed, and might 


useful to man, but it was ruthlessly shot 
down and exterminated for the sake of its 
hide, and now it is believed that not a single 
specimen survives in the world. The moun- 
tain zebra, formerly so abundant in the 
mountainotis parts of Cape Colony that it 
was called the common zebra.“ is now rare.

America's Vanishing Mammals. 

The present generation has seen the buffalo 
wiped off of the Western plains, The Alaskan 
fur seals are nearly gone, and the distinct 
species of fur seal formerly found on Guada- 
lupe Island, off the coast of California, 
to be entirely extinct. Walruses, which were 
believed a few years ago to be on the point of 
extermination, have slightly increased of 
late in Arctic waters, owing to the fact that 
the attention of hunters has been attracted 
to other victims for the time being. The 
sea cow become extinct in 1767. It was re- 
lated to the manatee, reached a length of 
thirty feet and a weight of 8,000 pounds, and 
was so good to eat that whalers gobbied it 
up. Another huge amphibious mammal of 
the west coast, the California sea elephant, 
was hunted for its flesh and oil until the last 
one, as is believed, was killed a few years 
ago. 

The moose—that huge game anime) of the 
Northern border—is surely going. It was 
never a numerous beast in the same way 
as was the buffalo, and wherever encountered 
it is a target forthe rifle. Consequently only 
a comparatively few are left, and pretty 
soon there will be none in existente outside 
of private preserves and sobdlogical gardens. 
The American antelope cannot last much 
longer, though herds of considerable size will 
prébably remain in the Yellowstone Park long 
after the animal has ceased to exist else- 
where in this country. Grizzly bears are be- 
coming rare, and the day is not far distant 
when the last of them will have departed. 

The rapid extermination of birds is an oft - 
told story. It may be worth while, how- 
ever, to mention the case of a small species 
of emu, originally restricted to Kangaroo 
Island, off the coast of Australia. which, be- 
ing’ unable to fly, was literally eatén out of 
existente by one man who settled there as a 
squatter.
